por! rhat ſolemn day, ( not without wonder ) 

I ſaw and heard, the Lightning, rain, and thunder 
Wherewith GOD ſeem'd.co anſwer and out-vy 
Our Gups and fire-Works, ( —__ was not nigh) 
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And ſuch-reſemblance had the works of «4rt, 
To Nature's, that they could not be apart 
Diſtinguiſh'd , bur thar, ro prevent our error, 
The lait was loudeſt, and infus'd more terrour. 
This, I obſerved well ; and furthermore 
Took ſpecial heed, that nigh rwo Moneths before, 
And likewiſe ever ſince, from Rainy weather 
We were not oft free, one whole day together, 
Until that Royal Triumph was begun, 
Nor till that moment wherein it was done : 
Yer, durſtI not be ſo prophane, to ſay 
( As one hath writ) it dar*d not rain that day. 
Nor at that time, Flaminian like, durſt I = 
Conjecture by a Heartbeniſh Ang uric 
What GOD thereby intended : but, withawe 
Confider'd upon what 1 heard and ſaw : 
AndI confeis, the Lightning, Rain, and Thunder 
At this our: Seed-time, cauſed me to ponder 
On that, which S«mxc/ prayed GOD to ſend 
In Harveſt-time, and what that did portend , 
Which I conceive to be a Meditation 
Not then improper, for my Contemplation. 
And, though ſome peradventure may fuſpet 
That theſe expreflions, may ſome way reflect 
On what concerns them, it concerns him more 
Whole cauſe and honour I prefer before 
All earthly things ; and can be not afraid, 
Who ere ſhall be diſpleas'd with what I've faid 
For, I was barr-d from ſeeing what is done 
By men, that, GODS works might be muſed on. 
Such things, although we then much mind them 
Should not amidſt our Triumphs be forgot; (nor, 
And, that, ( which then by me was thought upon) 
Much more effeftually, perhaps, was done .

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In this condition which Inow amin, 
Than could in that ſtate, wherein I have been : 
Forgot therefore, by others, if it be 
It will ſeem no great wonderment to me 
For, who remember 7oſephs in their ſports, 
Or in the joklicies at Princes Courts? 

Confinement ( whichTI oncea damage thought ) 
To me, hath other priviledges brought, 
It manifeſts apparently ro me ; 
Who are my Xinſmen, who my Neighboars be ; 
And whether he who paſſech by me than, 
Be Levite, Prieft, or a Samaritans. : | 
For, Neighbourhood and Kindred, he beſt tryes 
That's robbed, wounded, or, impriſon'd lyes. 

In Liberty, I ſometimes doubted whether 
They, who then came to viſit me, were either 
My Friends or Foes, for, I found other while 
They whomI truſted moſt, did moſt beguile. 
But, few or rone my Fiſitants now are 
Save they, whoſe Viiitations are fincere ; 
The FriexdsI got, when I did walk abroad _. 
I gain*d my ſelf : Theſe, are made mine by GOD. 
Theſe were acquired without pains or coſt , 
Not won by merit, nor by ſmall faults loſt. 
The firſt, were for proſperity decreed, 
The latter, for my help, in time of netd, 
And ſought my _ out, unknown before 
Becauſe, they heard ic was diſtreſt, and poor ; 
Which hath ro me, Confinement ſweeter made, 
Than all the Freedoms which lately fad , 
And, me, with that Comwmmmnion of the F$ aints; 
Experimentally, it now acquaints, 
Which, in this life enjoyed is, by all, 
Who; in the life ro come, enjoy 1 ſhall. k 
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A Priſon, cannot dreadful ſeem rome, 
For, therel firſt was taughe wy A, B, C, 
In S»fferings : There, when | had ſcarcely paſt 
Mine Nenage, to be ſchooled I was-place'c. 
And, ſo long as the Providence of G OD, 
Was pleasd, that, to inſtrut me with that Rod, 
I ſheuld continue my abiding there, 
Princes, my T wtors, and Correttors were. 
A Priſon, is that Houſe of Diſcipline, 
Whereinthe MARTYRS ulſvally begin 
To be Probationcrs ; it is the Colledge 
Of SAINTS, wherein experimental knowledpe 
Is firſt acquired by a'carnal ſenſe 
Of char, which tries their Chriſtian patience. 
Priſons, co them, are ſanftifed Temples, 
Wherein, they by their meckneſs and examples 
Preach tothe world by Deeds ( a powerful way ) 
What, many other do bur meerly ſay. 
And, as our Predates, in each Cathedral 
Have ſeveral places, which they pleaſe to call 
More or leſs holy : ſo, there likewiſe be 
Tmpriſonments of differing degree : 
The Oxter-ward, an entertainment gives 
Moſt commonly to Murtherers and Thieves, 
Or, ſuch like malefaRtors, who diſpleaſe 
The world ſometimes, and interrupt her caſe, 
For which they are contin'd, cill their juſt guerdon 
They ſhall receive, or bribe her for a pardon ; 
And whereto ſhe gives all advantages 
That may in Priſon: granted be to theſe. 
Bur, all ber Prs/oncrs are not contin'd 
To Wards, and Receptacles of one kind, 
The Imner-wards, which do to me appear 
The ſame that Chancels unto Churches are, 
: Are 
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Are not made uſe of (excepr now and then ) 
But for moſt holy and Religions men. 

The deepeſt Dwwgeens be referv'd for thoſe 
Who dare our Vices, or her Lafs oppoſe ; 
Or, things repugnant to our ends profeſs, 

( When mov'd thereto by conſcientiouſnets ) 
And, whoſoere preſumes to plead their caſes, 
As Innocents, doth hazard in like places 

His own Reftr ar ; or elſe nnto ſuſpetts, 
Which peradyenture may have worle effeRs. 
Yet, Freedom yields to none ſo much content, 
As theſe en joys by ſuch 1mpriſonment. 

For, they with inward comforts are delighted, 
Whilſt they wich outward darkneſs are benighted : 
And ſweet Refrefoments, in amongſt chem come 
When they are throng-d up in a naſty Room, 
When, they of their familiars are depriv'd, 
They are by thoſe, who knew them nor, reliev'd 
When they from earthly men, fait lockr have been, 
Celeſtial Angels haveJometime brokein, 
Knockt off their chains ; the gates and doors unbar'd 
The Priſon ſhook , the ſturdy Faylor ſcarr-d 
And made him ( falling down betore them too ) 
Cry, Men and Bretren, ſay, what ſhall we do ? 

A Priſon is the beſt retiring Room 

That can be got, the belt Anſcolum 
For him, wherein to contemplate, that would 
Thoſe ObjeRs withour fallacy behold, 
Which molt concern him ; or would notions haye 
Of what he ought to do, hope or believe ; . 
For, moſt of thoſe things, which abroad he ſpics , 
Either delude his ears, or blind his eyes, 
Pervert his P#dgement, or withdraw bis mind 
From that, wherein hs welfare he migh: find. 
B 3 
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A Priſon is a place; which he that can 
Make uſe of, as becomes a prudent man, 
Findes there, more laſting, and more perfe& ſolace 
Than in the greateſt earthly Princes Pallace , 
And, when he knows what Priviledges are 
In this condition, will ſcorn all that's there. 
In Pri(on, quickly, underſtand he hall 
The worit thac can to him, at laſt, befall. 
There, he may notice take, how moſt men pother 
Themſelves, what plagues they are unto each other. 
How, cauſeleſly men terrified are 
By thoſe, to whom they dreadful would appear ; 
And, peradventure, if they patient be 
That, they purſued by their Foes will ſee, 
By which their ſelf-deſtruRion ſhall be wrought, 
And thoſe freed, whom,they into bondage brought. 
T here, they may learn, that co make black or white, 
One hair, or add one {traws-breadth to their height 
Care nought avails ; and in that poor eſtate 
To laugh at all the worlds deſpight and hate : 
For, over them, no power then left ſhe hath, 
Except of proſecutingthem to death, 
Which them ten thouſand fold will happier make

Whilſt in the world I flutter up and down. 

In Priſon aiſo, when leaſt room I have, 

And cloſe am ſept, |, far beyond the Grave 

Do Preſpe&s view ; and can ſee pretty well 

What may concern men, both in Heaven and Hell , 

Whereof, if here] ſhould my knowledge ſpeak 

Them, for Phanatick dreams , rhe wotld would 

And not believe the things I could declare, (take; 

Becauſe, ſhe knows that I was never there ; 

And, therefore, lle proceed-again to ſhow 

What, my Experiments are here below. 
Reſtraint, trom me, hath totally ſhutout 

That frivelous, and that offenſive Rout,  ' 

Which interrupts my Mxfmngs with diſcourſe 

Thar's either wholly vain, or ſomewhat worſe : 

For, to nought elſe, it for the moſt part tends 

But fruitleſs complements, or graceleſs ends; 

And, what among us, 'isat meetings blown, 

Wrongs other mens affairs, or elſe our own, 

Whereas, our words whilſt here we are together, 

Tend to the edifying of each other, 

In Faith or Manners, or elfe, toimprove

For, Death or Injuries, do every da

To make amends for all the ſufferings 

Which my confinement now uponme brings, 
For, as to paythis /fe, I am a debrer 

To Natare, and then hope to have a better, 

My Wants, Reftraints, and Poverty da leſs 

Attic my Body, by all thac diſtreſs 

Now laid upon it, than my foul hath been 

To bear and ſee, whatT have heard and ſeen, 

WhileſtF bad liberty abroad to go, 

And hear and ſee, what many ſay and do: 

Witch what difſembling Complements, Careſſes, 

Aﬀected Speeches, flattgring Addreſſes, 

And falſe Pretendings, men ofev'ry ſort

The time they dedicate; and both my heart 
And my beſt Facalties, employ that day, 
In preaching tomewhat to the world my way 
Which will agyance G O D's glory, and improve 
My Brethren in good lite, hope, faith, and love : 
Or, that prepare, which thereunto: may tend, 
When Daies and Times, with me will have an end : 
And, GOD (TI know) confines not Saving Graces 
Toordinary Means, Forms, Times, or Places, 
Nor is diſpleaſed when hrs ſeryices 
Endeayour'd are, without contentiauſneſs, 
As we areable, and with upright heart, 
Though of our duties we may fail in parc. | 

Some other Notsons, which in this eltate 
Are appeenragen, I might now relate, 
Which further may ilJuſtrate thoſe miſ-haps 
That man by an 1mpr;/ſonment eſcapes 
Bur, they are Trifles to what I poſſeſs, 
In my conſtrained Solitarine(s.

I have my fears, but they are nothing elſe 

Save what Perdaes and Scomts, and Cemtinels 
Are toan Army: they do nor diſ-heart 

A valiant Sox4dier; though they make bimſtarc 
At firſt A/urws, but cauſe him to prepare 

For thoſe aſſaults, which nigh approaching are. 
When I am judged, in an undone-caſe, 
Becauſe, confin'd, inwants, andin diltreſs, 
When all my outward Comforters are gone, 
And, I lie mufing on my bed alone 

Of what I knew before, or heard that day ; 

Of what my Friends fear, and my Foes do fay , 
What men they are, who ſeem with me offended, 
What is already done, and what jurended; 
Sometimes a little ſhuddring doth bepin, 
AS1f apanick-fear were breaking in, 
Which he marks, ere to me it doth. appear 


Forthwith, ſteps down betwixt me and that fear - 


Supplies 
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Supplies defects, expelleth doubts and ſa 
Repleniſherh my heart wich ſober gladneſs, 
About me ſets his Angels, watch to keep, 

And (as to his beloved) gives me ſleep. 

Theſe things conſidered, Priſons and Refbreixts 
(Which have been long, the portion of the Saints) 
Are not alone things little ro be fear'd, 

But alſo many times to be preferr*d 

Before thoſe Lzberries, andall choſe things 

That can be found in,Palaces of Kings ; 

Whar ere their flacterers are pleas'd to ſay, 

By fruitleſs hopes,to drive their fears away. 

For, more are there endanger*d, more deſtroy'd : 

There, many times, is leſs conten: enjoy'd, 

Leſs outward fafery, and a great deal leſs 

Of what conduceth to true happineſs, 

Than in a Priſon : And whoere well heeds 

What, theres done, and what thereon ſucceeds 
Will finde cauſe, their condition to bewail 
Sometimes, much more, than his that's in a Gaol. 
For, errors flowing from Proſperity 

Indanger more, becauſe unſcen they lie. 

Men may by.their AfiQtons be prepar*d 

For whatſoere can follow afterward, 

And are oft fitted by a lingring grief, 

For future happineſs in death or life : 

But, while corrupted by exceſſive Treaſures, 
Befool*d with honours, and bewitch*d with = 
The cauſe of fe/f-drftr u{tion ſtill they nouriſh, (lures, 
_ grow-as brutiſh as the beaſts char periſh , 

And, daily,ſo beſotted, by degrees 

That,ſenſe of their bawavity they leeſe ; (rer,) 
So long dream,they are GOD'a(or ſomewhat grea- 
Till they are Devits, or but lictle better , Rs 
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And ſuddenly, when they think all goes well, 
Sink from ſuppoſed Happineſs to HELL. 
Moſt men, ( yea very manyof the beſt } 
Their T alests, till they Palm-like down are preft, 
Improve not; nor their Duties truly do, 
Till by AMi&tions they are whipt thereto. 
A Priſon, was long time the School, wherein 
Chaſt 7oſeph thoſe progreſlions did begin, 
Which, him forth from obſcuriry did bring 
To be the ſecond perfonto a XK ing. 
7onas was not obedient ro GOD'S Cal 
Till he, both by a Syrerm, and by a Whale, 
Was diſciplin'd : And, if I had a thonghc 
My duties were performed as they ought 
In any thing, affirmed it ſhould be 
That, therero my Aﬀictions fitted me : 
For, ſuch hke Si#vples, as I am, require 
To makethem yield forth Oyl, the Preſs, or Fire, 
My Flinty-natwre gives not out one ſpark 
To light my ſelf, or others in the dark, 
Till knockt with Steel. This knowledge [ have gain'd 
Of mine own temper, and it is unfain'd, 
Tobe impriſ on'd, ſlander'd, or made poor, 
Shall therefore, benceforth, frighten me no more, 
Nor make me, whilſt I live aſham'd of either 
Of thoſe three Lots, nor of them altogether. 
Priefts, Prophets, K ings and Saizrs,yea(whilt abode 
He made on earih) the glorious Son of GOD 
Was pleaſed to ſubmit to all of them 
( But to the larter ewo in an extream ) 
And, with ſuch Company, lle undergo 
My ſhare,and think,\'to thereby honour'd roo. 
To this effe &, much more might here be ſaid, 
Bur, this will be ſufficienc, if well weigh'd, ON 
Whiec 
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Which, I ſuſpe&t , for, very few men heed, 
Or mind, long,what they hear, or what they rea, 
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WW Ho, can expreſs the pain of being ſtung 
With ſuch a fiery Serpent as the TONGUE ? 

Or, what can cure it, bur his beingey'd, 

Whom, once, the Brazen Serpent typih'd ? 

"Tis far more ſharp than Arrows, Darts or Spears, 

Down to the hearr, it pierces through the ears , 

Not only wounds, bur frighterh alſo more 

Than murthring Canoxs, when they loudeſt roar , 

Affliteth us, whilſt here we draw our breath, 

And, Gangreeve-like, ſo ſpreadeth after death 

( Ev'n to poſterity upon our Names ) 

That it deſtroys the life of honeft Fames. 

This fury SLANDER, hath been quarter*d long, 
In Rerten-Row, and Hart-ſtreet, at the Tongwe ; 
Her Magazeens and Forges areall there, 

The Shop at whictſhe vents them; is the Far, 
In ey'ry Town and City; and noplaces 
Or perſons, her aſperſions and diſgraces 
Can long avoid : For,ev'ry where ſhe ſcatters 
That ſhot wherewith the Forts of Fame ſhe batters. 
So Venemous it is, that every touch 
Proyes mortal, or indangers very much, 
And nething ſhoereth more impoyſoned pellets, 
Except it be the flatteries of Prelates. 

I muſt confeſs, that many years ago 
I therewith have been often wounded ſo R 
That; 
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That, very well, content I could have been 
To lye down, where I might no more be ſeen 
And, my ſtupidity is not, yet, ſuch 
As not to feel indigniries as much 
As any man : But, I havelearned how 
To change my Sickzeſſes to Phyfick,, now : 
And when the world intenderh me a ſhame 
By retroverſion to convert the ſame 
To that, which from beſpattrings purihes, 
And makes me both her Zlawe and Praiſe deſpiſe, 
No more diſpleaſ'd, or pleaſed therewithall 
Than if a whibling Cxr, ſhould fawn or bawl. 
For, unto thoſe Oppreſlions, heretofore 
And now lay*d on me, whatſoever more 
The world ſhall add; though they a while opprels, 
Will, ſhortly, make them, not alone much leſs 
But, alſo none at all ; and wheel abour 
Upon her ſelf, as ſoon as my Turn's our. 

Praiſe, is a pleaſing thing, to fleſh and blood, 
Yet, ottendoth ir much more harm than good 
Puffs up with Pride, ore-weening and vain glory, 
Or, with affection co things tranſirory 
Beyond a ſafe Mean, and makes men ſuppoſe 
Themſelyes to be, what ey*ry neighbour knows

Diſpraiſ'd, repreach'd, ſcoft, jeer*d and ſcandaliz'd, 

An undue ſelf-opinion doth remove 

True Meekneſs and Humility improve; 

Brings Conftancy and Patience to their cryal, 

And, at che laſt, to ſuch a Self-denial, 

As in the cloſe will more contentment. give us 

Thanall, whereof a S/audey can deprive us. : 
' The 
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The flatteries of his Lords, made Joaſh tumble, 
Reviling ſpeeches ,made King David humble, 
Good men, by prazſes, oft, are evil made, 

But, by Reproaches harm they never had, 

The World,which beſt is pleaſ'd with her own 
For that falſe citulary honor ſcrabbles, ( bawbles 
Which is compot'd of aiery Attributes, 

Or, which opinion only conſtitutes - 

And, all her happineſs, dependant ſeems 

On vulgar approbations and eſteems,
